I'd. would not bo acceptrd " 

CommlBloncr Haynen' atatenient was 
prompted by action taken at a meet- 
ing of the congregation o flhe KIrat 
Baptist church In Newport Sunday 
nigbt A telegram waa sent to Wash- 
ington protecting against attempts to 
remove Collins. 

The telegram sUted that liquor In- 
terseu were back of the movement to 
have him ousted. 

"At preseot Mr. Collins and other 
prohibition enforcement ofllcers under 
bis ]urledleUon are doing their utmoet 
to make tbe law and ooiutltution au- 
prome," the telegram read. 

"We thank you for your servlcea In 
the past and pray you to defeat thla 
effort to oust these men from offlce."

A toUl of 84 civil actions were filed 
during the past rwess between courts, 
of which 43 are equity caaes, 38 com- 
mon law cases and three appeala.

Shopmen, Ottnln^ C>uUt To Violation 
Of InJanctioB An 
Sentenced. 

Louisville, Ky, Aug. 31. — Judge A. 
M. J. Cochran, In the United States 
District Court, yesterday sentenced 
three striking railroad shopmen to 
senre forty-five days in the Jefferson 
county ]all, after they had pleaded 
guilty to charges of violating the Fed- 
eral InJunetloB restraining strikers 
from acts of tntlmiiatlon. 

Tbe three prisoners, Wlliium 
skaggs, William lldnt, and John 
spiers, all of Loulsvilto, were immedi- 
ately taken to Jail. They were charged 
with attempting te Intimidate Ray 
Hendricks, 17 years old, an employee 
of the Loulavllle & Nashville Rallro.ad. 
by abducting him In an automobile 
from Highland Park August 7. The 
fir.st trial of their cases last week re- 
sulted In a hung Jury. 

Judge Cochran reprimanded the de- 
fendants for not entering pleaso of 
Kuilly at the ^rst trial. He stated thai 
lie dealt leniently with the men bo- 
cnuse he undcratood tlie strong temp- 
tation to violate the Injunction. 

Cases of ten other strikers charged 
with similar violations are set for Sep- 
•emper 10 in tbe Federal Court.

— Contin- 
uing the brilliant playing which 
marked his games during the first two 
days of tho Western Chess .Xssoclatiou 
turnament, Jackson W. Showalter, of 
Georgetown, Ky., fo.-iner n:iliiinal 
chaiiiplon, yesterday added two iuorc> 
victories to liia list, nuikiiiK liini tie 
with .\", T. Whitaker for first lionurs. 

Showalter defeated lidward l.asker. 
of Chicago, present champiuu, iu the 
adjourned gamo which WDS played yes- 
terday moculng.

He played bis 
usual brilliant game, winning on a 
king-side attack.

TML EX TENDED TO 
WESTOFMISSISSIPPI 

Interestate Conerre OommNsInn Oe- 
rbircs Emergency Eidsflng Htrst 
of the XlsslNlppl and Issnea 
Priority Oraers. - 

Washington, Aug. 31. — The Inter- 
state Commerce Commission deohired 
today an emergency existed on the 
railrodds west Of the Mississippi and 

extended its priority orders to that 
vest territory, effective September 1. 

Under a previous emergency dec- 
laration, tbe priority system was or- 
dered only for territory east of the 
Mississippi, although all railroads 
werei>rdered to expedite shipments of 
essential commodities. 

Declaring that, "in the opli^on of 
he commlBsion, an emergency, which 
requires iiiiniediatc action, exists upon 
the lines of each and all the common 
(arrlers by lailroad subject to tho 
Interstate Coinniisiiioii act west of the 
.MisslB.sippi," the coniiiiiBsiou Issued 
Service Order .\o. 24, which promul- 
gated rules for the movement of all 
freight traitlc In the west. 

Priority In the movement of food, 
fuel, livestock and perishable prod- 
ucts Is ordered by the commission. 

Priority In the movement; exchange, 
interchange and return of empty cays 
10 be used for transporting these com- 
modities, also was ordered. This waa 
taken to mean that equipment on tbe 
"ostern lines Is deteriorating rapidly.

FRANCE IS DETER- 
MINED TO ENFORCE 
GERMAN^PAYMENT 

French Trops Beudy to Oecnpy Tsnl* 
tory Should DwrlilOB Be AlvoflM 
-4tomian PropogHloas 
"Unacceptable." 

Paris, Aug. 31. — Qrim determlna- 
Mon to obtain rep: rations from Qor- 
niany, seise guarantees and enforce 

such payments in the event that the 
reparation- cDnimisslon's decision to- 
morrow shoiiid grant a moratorium to 
Germany w ithout exacting the securi- 
ties demanded by Franpe Is every- 
where evident in . .ench official cir- 
cles tonight. 

While offlc-.'il announcement Is 
withheld, In r-der not. to Interfere 
wltli the worl^ if the commission and 
owing to tile .le^iro of the Preirch gov- 
ernment to allow the Cerman dele- 
gates every possible opportunity to 
make a final proposal which might be 
acceptable to Franco, French officers 
talk and act aa If the plan were adopt- 
ed and France's deehilon to take eo- 
erclve measures against Oermany al- 
ready had been decided upon. 

IHO 'war. office also is very busy 
and is in cons'tftttt communication with 
Qeneral Degeutte's n«4hdquarters at 
Mayence. Large movemenla^<;t.^i 
were reported from Nancy, Mets~ 
the Rhine and ther seemed to be no 
doubt In the minds ot officials general* 
ly that the occupation of the Ruhr was 
a foregone conclusion, should the com- 
mission's decision go against Franco. 

Herr Schrocder's propositions to the 
commission are described as "abso- 
lutely unacceptable." '«

In.eonne,.tion with thho strikes we notice that there is a gn-ut 
difference in the attitude of the federal and state givemments to. 
wards the striking and emploj-ing elements. There Is also consider- 
able JifT.renco in the attitude of the daily newspapers and the minos 
Jaw eul'orcement officials. 

In many instances, in many y-Mis. -trikea have been brougi.t 
about in the full belief on the part of the sUikc managers that .f they 
could not win on the merits of their cans* they could win by intimida- 
tion aud eriin.'. And mam strikos woro won through the lax enforce- 
ment of the law. In other words, the worker, who liad a right to pro- 
tection, did not get it. . . .j • 

The present strike started out with a cfse <at mtimtdation, vio- 
lence and murder. The loea. ealcidirtion at Herrin, HI., must have 
been to defy th.. law, to laugh at the government and to wui the 
strike by crime. How far the Herrin incident has influences go\ ern- 
ae6t officials we know not, but we believe it had much to do with ilie 
iact that today, while there is the usual assertion that the strikers 
have the right to strike, ther is also another asMrtmn, equally true, 
advanced boldly, that those who are willing to work cannot be denied 
the right to work. ' " _ 

The United istates administration has declared the mtention to 
protect aU men in the right to work and the state governments have 
.done the same. Officials have definite instructions that they must 
do their duty and protect all workera. The assertion that the w.ork- 
iTs must he prot. otrd in their right to work is the new proposition. 
Their right always existed but the protection was often withheld. 

• Some years ago the Citizens' Industrial .Association of St. Louis 
adopt ed a slogan, which was ' ' No strike shall be won by crime. " It is 
a matter for congratulation that the ftate govenunenta and the 
United States government are in a fairway to adopt thedugan It is 
a good slogan fo rdaily newspapers to carry at the head of the col- 
Timn.— National Farmer. 



GREAT BRITAIN AMD BHBIPPIMO BILL.

The Alissisaippi Vallea association, through -President James E. 
Smith, has issued a forceful statement, in the form of a letter to 
United States ScJiator Joseph B Eandell, exposing the British props, 
ganda against the ship subsidy bill championed by President Harding. 

Eztracta from leading British papers are hardly needed to prove 
that a bill which will give to this country an adequate merchant 
marine will seriously interfere with the British monopoly, which is 
forcing Americans to transport their products to foreign piarkets in 
British instead of American vessels. 

' These extracts, however, substantiate the charges that England 

is seeking to control legislation by the American congress in behalf 
of an Amej-ican merchant darine. They strengther the argument that 
those who are oposing the shiping bill are merely playing into the 
hands of foreign competitors of the United States. 

The Missouri Ya|ley association statement makes it clear that 
the bill does not effect r propose any irovornmental control of .Amer- 
ican shipping, but, on the contrary, seeks only to extend judicious 
assistance to private enterprise, to enable it to hold its own in-a com- 
petition whieh is hopeless under existing conditions without such 
assistance. 

The American scale of living cannot compete by and of itself, 
with that of foreign countries and no patriotio^American wants it to 
do so. American efficienncy is superior to that of foreign competors, 
but it cannot be expected to offset the inequities of differing, stfuid- 
ards of living an dother costs of operation. 

The subsidy is inconaidevable when compared w;ith the enormous 
losses now being sustained. It is costing the government $50,000,000 
annually for the upkeep of empty vessels now Idly swinging at their 
anchors, while foreign competitors are reaping the rewards of opera- 
tion, which is materially assisted by foreign subsidies. 

That is one of the ironies of the atuation. Foreign countries are 
successfully aiding tlieir shippinir, while o))OHiton to such a system 
her eis delaying the enactment of a law which the president declares 
to^ be so vitally necessaiy^hat he will summon congress in extra- 
ordinary session, if neeessary, in order to secure its passage. 

English newspapers are loudly ealing on the so-called "pro. 
British" party in this country tp defeat the subsidy bill. Isn't it 
about time t^e "pro-American" party was receiving additions to its 
strength to enact the ship subsidy bfllt Which would bona fide 
Americans prefer — heavily .subsidized foreign — chiefly British — ships 
carrying American goods ur inoderately subsidized American ship> 
eanying those eomoodities? — Kansas City Post.
